Feb. Jl—Improvement In 
business conditions In Canada, us 
Judged by rallruad conditions, con- 
tiur*. The latest figures showing 
the numbers of cars loaded through? 
out th* • ountry indicate that the pro¬ 
gress noted at the beginning of the 
year Is still going on steadily, 
although there has been no spec¬ 
tacular gain. 

Cam loaded In Junuary registered 
an Increase of 9.883 over the first 
month of last yegr, according to sta¬ 
tistics Just released here. What Is 
more significant, every week showed 
an improvement over the preceding 
week with on* exception. In the hist 
*weeks of the month Increases 
were noted In all but three commod¬ 
ity classes.

After you hare driven your car for several thousand miles, a deposit 
of carbon usually accumulates in the cylinder heads and on top of the 
pistons. The presence of this carbon deposit can be detected u by the 
peculiar cfinlc, clink, plink. plinking sound the engine makes when 
vou are climbing a hill or when pulling hard. 

Carbon deposit can be removed either by burning out with oxygen 
or by lifting the cylinder head and scraping out. The oxygen process 
is all right when it is used by a competent mechanic but tr^ then is 
not quite so effective as lifting the cylinder head and scraping out the 
carbon. As a general rule when the engine requires decarbonising, the 
valves also require grinding in and for this operation the cylinder 
head must be removed, except in some types of overhead valve or old 
type L head engines. ' 

It it not a very difficult job to remove carbon deposit, but it is gen¬ 
erally a dirty one. It is a good idea before you start to get a cake 
of ordinary yellow soap and rub it dry into the qores of the sk.n and 
also fill the finger nails. Rob the soap well in, then after the job is 
finished you will find it is quite easy to clean your hands without any 
hard scrubbing or the use of gasoline, as the soap you have rubbed in 
prevents the dirt getting into the pores of the hand 

Next secure a putty knife or a very blunt chisel; a shallow basin 
or can that will hold about half a gallop of kerosene- some old rags;
